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INTEODUCTIOI, 


In  attempts  to  teach  the  Chinese  to  read  and  speak  our  language 
theie  has  been  a  want  of  suitable  books. 

After  many  solicitations,  the  authors  of  this  little  volume 
undertook  the  task  of  preparing  the  book  now  offered  to  the 
public. 

It  has  been  made  with  two  principal  facts  in  view.  First: 
That  most  of  the  Cliinese  who  will  use  it  are  not  mere  children, 
but  are  lads  and  young  men  from  ten  to  twenty-fi\  e  years  of 
age,  and  many  will  use  it  who  are  much  older.  What  they 
need,  therefore,  is  a  book  which  shall  carry  them  tbrongh  all  the 
steps  of  learning,  beginning  with  the  alphabet;  while  at  the 
same  time  the  subjects  of  the  lessons  ought  to  be  of  a  graver 
character  than  the  simple  stories  prepared  for  little  children. 

Second :  As  the  book  is  designed  especially  for  use  in  Sabbath 
Schools  and  the  family,  the  subjects  of  the  lessons  are  so  designed 
that  the  teacher  will  feel  that  his  strength  is  not  all  expended 
in  the  mere  effort  to  teach  the  pupil  to  read,  but  that  while  he 
is  teaching  him  the  art  of  reading  and  speaking  there  are  also 
facts  and  truths  of  the  most  weighty  character  brought  before 
his  mind. 

A  glance  at  the  book  itself  will  convey  the  best  idea  of  its 
plan  and  designs. 


viii.  INTRODUCTION. 


Tho  lists  of  words  preceding, each  new  lesson  are  exercises 
in  spelling  and  defining,  and  are  composed  of  the  new  v/ords 
i]  contained  in  the  lesson,  and  which  have  not  previously  been 
Ij  used.  In  this  way  we  have  in  tbis  primary  work — small  as  it 
is — lists  of  more  than  1600  words?  with  their  Chinese  defini- 
tions. It  is  expected  that  each  lesson  will  be  mastered,  and  the 
definition  of  every  word  thoroughly  learned,  before  the  pupil  is 
permitted  to  undertake  another  lesson.  This  system  will,  we 
think,  provo  more  beneficial  to  tho  scholar  than  would  a  mere 
glossary  of  all  the  woids  at  tlie  end  (*f  the  book. 

The  Chinese  idiom  differs  so  mnch  from  the  English  that  a 
classical  English  sentence  translated  into  elegant  Chinese  may 
not  afford  the  young  scholar  all  the  service  he  desires  in  arriv- 
ing at  the  meaning  and  force  of  each  word  of  his  less(*a;  there- 
fore, in  our  enileavor  to  give  as  plain  and  direct  a  translation  as 
possible,  elegance  of  style  has  often  been  sacrificed.  Provin- 
cialisms may  occasionally  be  detected  in  tho  Chmeso  portion  of 
the  text ;  but  we  trust  they  will  not  interfere  at  all  with  the 
usefulness  of  the  book,  and  that  it  may  bo  of  service  in  teacliing 
our  language  to  any  who  read  Chinese. 

The  work  will  also  bo  of  uso  to  any  of  our  people  who  wish 
j^     to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  Chinese  language.  The  learner 
-     has  only  to  mark  with  his  pencil  the  sound  of  the  Chinese  words, 
just  as  he  may  catch  it  from  any  Chinese  whom  he  may  be 
teaching  or  whom  he  may  call  upon  for  such  service.  j(

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2.  The  siir-face  is  made  up  of  land  and  wa-ter. 
There  is  much  more  wa-ter  than  land  ;  about  three 
times  as  much. 

3.  The  eartli  turns  on  its  ax-is  from  west  to  ea^t, 
once  ev-er-y  twen-ty  four  hours ;  thus  caus-ing  day 
and  niglit.

2.  The  earth  is  a-bout  95,000,000  of  miles  from  the 
sun,  and  moves  in  its  or-bit  a-round  the  sun  68,000 
miles  ev-er-y  hour,  or  more  than  a  thou-sand  miles 
ev-er-y  min-ute;  mak-ing  the  cir-cuit  in  365  days  and 
six  hours.  The  sim  is  near-ly  1,400,000  times  larg-er 
than  the  earth. 
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3.  The  moon  is  a-boiit  240,000  miles  dis-tant  from 
the  earth,  and  goes  a-round  the  earth  once  ev-er-y 
twen-ty  nine  and  a  half  days ;  thus  fol-low-ing  the 
earth  a-round  the  sim.  The  size  of  the  moon  is  49 
times  less  tlian  the  size  of  the  earth.  * 

4.  Be-sides  the  earth  there  are  sev-en  large  plan-ets 
and  ma-ny  small-er  ones,  wliich  al-i-o  move  a-round 
the  sun;  each  in  its  own  or-bit.  There  are  al-so  ma-ny 
com-ets,  one  of  which  moves  at  a  Fpeed  of  8bO,000 
miles  in  an  liour.       Each   com-et  has   its  own  or-bit. 

5.  The  sun,  the  plan-ets  with  their  moons,  and  tlie 
com-ets  forui  wliat  is  termed  the  so  lar  sys-tem,  of 
which  the  sun  is  tlie  cen-tre.

1.  There  are  ma-ny  fixed  stars,  so  ma-ny  that  no 
man  can  count  them  ;  but  God  who  made  and  who 
keeps  them  in  their  places,  knows  them,  and  calls 
them  all  bv  their  names. 
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2.  The  stars  are  ver-y  large  ;  though  they  seem 
small  to  us  be-cause  of  their  dis-tanee,  yet  ma-ny  of 
them  are  prob-a-bly  larg-er  than  the  sun. 

3.  Some  of  tlie  stars  are  ^o  dis-tant  that  their  light 
is  five  thou-sand  years  in  com-ing  to  the  earth,  yet 
liglit  trav-els  a-bout  200,000  miles  in  a  see-ond. 
The  near-est  fixed  star  is  more  than  t\ven-ty  thou- 
sand times  as  far  from  us  as  the  sun,  and  its  liglit  is 
tliree  years  and  a  half  in  readi-ing  the  earth. 

4.  Con-sid-er  how  great  and  po\v-er-ful  God  must 
be  who  made  and  gov-erns  this  vast  un-i- verse  ;  and 
who  is  at  all  times  pres-ent  in  ev-ery  part  of  it.

2.  Know  ye  that  the  Lord  Ho  is  G(kI  :  it  is  lie  that 
hath  made  us,  and  not  we  our-solves ;  we  are  His  peo- 
ple, and  the  sheep  of  his  past-ure. 
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3.  Fools  die  for  want  of  wis-dom.  They  say  im-to 
God :  De-part  from  us  ;  for  we  de-sire  not  tlie 
knowl-edge  of  tliy  ways.  Tliey  say  :  Who  is  the 
Lord  tliat  I  sliouhl  o-bey  His  voice.  But  there  is  a 
God.  All  things  were  made  by  Him,  and  with-out

4.  En-ter  in-to  His  gates  with  thanks-giv-ing,  and 
in-to  His  courts  with  ])raise  :  be  thank-ful  un-to  Him 
and  bless  His  name.  For  the  Lord  is  good ;  His 
mer-cy  is  ev-er-last-ing  ;  and  His  truth  en-dur-eth 
to  all  gen-er-a-tions.

1.  When  Je-siis 
Christ  was  on  the 
earth,  he  per- formed 
ma  -  ny  mir-a-cles, 
tliat  all  people 
might  know  that  lie 
was  God,  and  that 
what  he  said  was 
true. 
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2.  He  healed  the  sick,  the  lame,  and  the  blind,  the 
deaf  and  the  dumb,   and  raised  the  dead  to  life. 

3.  Once,  as  he  was  come  nigh  un-to  Jer-i-cho,  a 
cer-tain  blind  man  sat  by  the  way-side  beg-ging.  And 
hear-ing  the  mul-ti-tnde  pass  by,  he  asked  what  it 
meant.  And  they  told  him,  that  Je-sus  of  Na-za- 
reth  pass-eth  by.  And  he  cried,  say-ing,  Je-sus,  thou 
Son  of  Da-vid,  have  mer-cy  on  me. 
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4.  And  they  which  went  be-fore  re-biiked  him, 
tliat  lie  should  hold  his  peace ;  but  he  cried  so  much 
the  more,  Thou  Son  of  Da-vid,  have  mer-cy  on   me. 

5.  And  Je-sus  stood,  and  com-mand-ed  him  to  be 
brought  im-to  Him  :  and  when  he  was  come  near, 
He  asked  him,  say-ing,  What  wilt  thou  that  I  shall 
do  un-to  thee?  And  he  said.  Lord,  that  I  may  re- 
ceive my  sight.  And  Je-sus  said  un-to  him,  de- 
ceive thy  sight :  thy  faith  hath  saved  thee.

1.  Once  Je-sus  took  His  dis-ci-ples  a-side  in-to  a 
des-ert  place.  And  the  peo-])le,  when  they  knew  it, 
fol-lowed  Him  :  and  He  re-ceived  them,  and  spake 
im-to  them  of  the  king-dom  ot*  God,  and  healed  them 
that  had  need  of  heal-in^. 
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2.  And  wlien  the  clay  be-gan  to  wear  a-way,  then 
came  the  twelve,  and  said  un-to  Hiin,  Send  the  miil- 
ti-tude  a-wavj  that  they  may  go  in-to  the  towns  and 
coim-try  round  a-bout,  and  lodge,  and  get  vict-uals  : 
for  we  are  here  in  a  des-ert  place. 

3.  But  He  said  un-to  them,  Give  ye  them  to  eat. 
And  tlicy  said.  We  have  no  more  but  five  loaves  and 
two  fish-es  ;  ex-cept  we  should  go  and  buy  meat  lor 
all  this  peo-ple. 
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4.  For  tliey  were  a-bont  five  thoii-sand  men.  And 
He  said  to  His  dis-ci-ples,  Make  them  sit  down  by  fif- 
ties in  a  com-pa-ny.  And  they  did  so,  and  made 
them  all  sit  down. 

6.  Then  He  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fish-es, 
and,  look-ing  up  to  heav-en,  He  blessed  them,  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  the  dis-ci-ples  to  set  be-fore  the 
mul-ti- tilde. 

6.  And  they  did  eat,  and  were  all  filled ;  and  there 
was  taken  np  of  frag-ments  that  re-mained  to  them 
twelve  bask-ets. 
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AViDow*8   Son   Raised  to  Life. 

1.  Christ  once  went  in-to  a  cit-y  called  Nain;  and  ma- 
ny of  His  dis-ci-ples  went  with  Him,  and  much  peo-i)le. 

2.  Now  when  He  came  nigh  to  the  gate  of  tlie  cit-y, 
be-liold,  there  was  a  dead  man  car-ried  out,  tlie  on-ly 
son  of  liis  moth-er,  and  she  was  a  wid-ow  :  and  much 
poo-ple  of  the  cit-y  was  with  lier. 

3.  And  when  tlie  Lord  saw  lier,  He  had  com-pas- 
sion  on  her,  and  said  un-to  her,  Weep  not.

5.  And  he  that  was  dead  sat  up,  and  be-gan  to  speak. 
And  He  de-liv-ered  him  to  his  moth-er. 

6.  And  there  came  a  fear  on  all :  and  they  glo-ri- 
fied  God,  say-ing,  That  a  great  prophet  is  ris-en  up 
a-mong  us ;  and.  That  God  hath  vis-it-ed  his  peo-ple. 
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Jesus  the  Good    Shepherd. 

1.  Our  Sav-ioiir  wliile 
on  the  earth  was  al-ways 
do-ing  good.  He  not 
on-ly  healed  the  sick, 
com-fort-ed  the  sor-row- 
ing,  and  helped  the  poor; 
but  was  con-tin-u-al- 
ly  teach-ing  good  doc- 
trine, both  pub-lic-ly,  and  from  house  to  house. 
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2.  He  taught  ma-ny  things  by  par-a-bles.  He  some- 
times com-pared  him-self  to  a  shep-herd.  He  said, 
I  am  the  good  shep-herd :  the  good  shep-herd  giv-eth 
his  life  for  the  sheep. 

3.  But  he  that  is  a  hire-ling,  and  not  the  sliep-herd, 
whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  se-eth  the  wolf  com-ing, 
leav-eth  the  sheep,  and  fle-eth  ;  and  the  wolf  catch- 
eth  them,  and  scat-ter-eth  the  sheep. 

4.  The  hire-ling  fle-eth,  be-cause  he  is  a  hire-ling, 
and  car-eth  not  for  the  sheep. 

5.  I  am  the  good  shep-herd,  and  know  my  sheep, 
and  am  know  of  mine. 
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The   Lord  Our   Shepherd. 


1.  In  the  Old  Tes-ta-ment,  al-so,  the  Lord  com- 
pares Iiim-self  to  a  shejvherd,  and  His  peo-ple  to  the 
BJieep  of  His  past-ure. 

2,  In  the  twen-ty  third  psalm  we  read  : 
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3.  The  Lord  is  my  shepherd;  I  shall  not  want.  He  mak- 
etli  ine  to  lie  down  in  green  past-ures:  He  lead-eth  me  be- 
side the  slill  wa-ters.  He  re-stor-eth  my  soul:  He  lead-eth 
me  in  the  paths  of  right-e-ous-ness  for  His  name's  sake, 

4.  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  val-ley  of  'the 
shad-ow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  e-vil :  for  thou  art 
with  me ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they  com-fort  me. 

5.  Thou  pre-par-est  a  ta-ble  be-fore  me  in  the  pres- 
ence of  mine  en-e-mies :  thoii  a-noint-est  my  head 
with  oil ;  my  cup  run-neth  o-ver. 

6.  Sure-ly  good-ness  and  iner-cy  shall  fol-low  me 
all  the  days  of  my  life  :  and  1  will  dwell  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord  for-ev-er. 
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1.  Wc  are  all  sin- 
ners, and  have  wan- 
dered from  God  like 

-•^^'^^  sheep  that  have 
gone  a-stra"y^  from 
the  fold  ;  but  God 
is  ready  to  for-give, 
and  take  us  back  a- 
gain. 

2.  To  show  how 
read-y  God  is  to  for -give,  Je-sus  gave  us  tlie  par-a-ble 
of  the  prod-i-gal  son. 

3.  A  cer-tain  man  had  two  sons  :  and  the  young-er 
of  them  said  to  his^  fath-er,  Fath-er,  give  me  the 
por-tion  of  goods  that  fall-eth  to  me.  And  he  di- 
vid-ed  im-to  them  Iiis  liv-ing. 
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4.  And   not  ma-ny  days  aft-er  the  young-er  son     j' 
gatli-ered  all  to-geth-er,  and  took  his  jour-ney  in-to     I 
a  far  coun-try,  and  there  wast-ed  his  sub-stance  witli     I 
ri-ot-ous  liv-ing.      And  when  he  had  spent  all,  there 
a-rose  a  miglit-y  f am-ine  in  that  land ;  and  he  be- 
gan to  be  in  want. 

5.  And  he  went  and  joined  him-self  to  a  cit-i-zen  I 
of  tliat  coun-try  ;  and  he  sent  him  in-to  his  fields  to  I 
feed  swine.  And  he  would  fain  have  filled  his  bel-  \ 
ly  with  the  liusks  that  the  swine  did  eat  :  and  no  man 
gave  un-to  him. 

6.  And  when  he  came  to  him-self,  he  said  :  How 
ma-ny  hired  serv-ants  of  my  fath-er's  have  bread 
e-nough  and  to  spare,  alid  I  per-iiih  with  hun-gcr. 
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7.  I  will  a-rise  and  ^o  to  my  fat!i-er,  and  will 
say  un-to  him,  Fiith-er,  I  Lave  sinnc^d  a-gainst 
heav-en  and  be-fore  thee,  and  am  no  more  wor-thy 
to  be  call-ed  thy  sou :  make  me  as  one  ol*  thy  hired 
serv-ants. 

8.  And  lie  a-rose,  and  came  to  his  fath-er.  But 
when  he  was  yet  a  great  way  off,  his  fatli-or  saw 
him,  and  had  com-pas-sion,  and  ran,  and  fell  on 
his  neck,  and  kissed  bim. 

9.  And  the  son  said  un-to  him,  Fatli-er,  I  have 
sinned  a-gainst  heav-en,  and  in  thy  sight,  and  am 
no  more  wor-thy  to  be  call-ed  thy  soii. 
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10.  But  the  fath-er  said  to  liis  serv-ants,  Bring 
forth  the  best  robe,  and  put  it  on  him  ;  and  put  a 
ring  on  his  liand,  and  shoes  on  his  feet  :  and  bring 
hith-er  the  fat- ted  calf,  and  kill  it ;  and  let  us  eat 
and  be  nier-ry :  for  this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is 
a-live  a-gain ;  lie  was  lost,  and  is  found.  And  they 
be-gan  to  be  mer-ry. 

11.  Now  his  eld-er  son  was  in  the  field  :  and  as  he 
came  and  drew  nigh  to  the  house,  he  heard  mu-sic 
and  danc-ing.  And  he  called  one  of  the  serv-ants, 
and  asked  what  these  things  meant.  And  he  said 
im-to  him.  Thy  broth-er  is  come ;  and  thy  fath-er 
hath  killed  the  fat-ted  calf,  be-cause  he  hath  re-ceived 
him  safe  and  soimd. 
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12.  And  lie  was  an-gry,  and  would  not  go  in  :  there- 
fore came  his  fath-er  out,  and  en-treat-ed  him. 

13.  And  he  an-swer-ing  said  to  his  fath-er,  Lo, 
these  ma-ny  years  do  I  serve  thee,  neith-er  trans- 
gressed I  at  any  time  thy  com-mand-ment ;  and  yet 
thou  nev-er  gav-est  me  a  kid,  that  I  might  make 
mer-ry  with  my  friends :  but  as  soon  as  this  thy  son 
was  come,  which  hath  de-voured  thy  liv-ing  with 
liar-lots,  thou  hast  killed  for  him  the  fat-ted  calf.    ■ 

14.  And  he  said  im-to  him,  Son  thou  ^rt  ev-er 
with  me,  and  all  that  I  have  is  thine.  It  was  meet 
that  we  should  make  mer-ry  and  be  glad  :  for  this 
thy  broth-er  was  dead,  and  is  a-live  a-gain  ;  and  was 
lost,  and  is  found. 
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Paradle   of  the   Ten  Virgins. 

1.  Tn  order  to  i^liow 
us  that  we  ought  iin- 
med-i-ate-ly  to  re- 
pent, and  be-come  the 
dis-ci-ples  of  Christ, 
and  be  al-ways  pre- 
pared to  die ;  Je-sus 
spake  this  par-a-ble. 

2.  Then  shall  the  king-dom  of  heav-en  be  lik-ened 
un-to  ten  vir-gins,  whicli  took  their  lamps,  and  went 
forth  to  mett  the  bride-groom.  ^  ' 
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3.  And  five  of  tli(iin  were  wiso,  t'lnd  five  winre  fool- 
islu.  Tliey  that  were  t*uol-isL  took  tlieir  lamps,  and 
took  uo  oil  with  thc^m:  hut  the  wise  took  oil  in  tlieir 
ves-scls  with  their  hi  nips. 

4.  While  the  hride-^rooni    tar-ried,  tlicy  all    shim-     j-| 
hored  and  slept.     And  at    mid-night    tliere   was  a  cry     fi 
made,    Be-h(3ld,  the   bride-groom  com-cth;   go  ye  out 
to  meet  him. 
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5.  Then  all  those  vir-gins  a-rose,  and  trimmed  their 
lamps.  And  the  fool-ish  said  im-to  the  wise,  Give  us 
of  your  oil ;  for  our  lamps  are  gone  out.  But  the  wise 
an-swered,  say-ing,  Not  so ;  lest  tliere  be  not  e-noiigh 
for  us  and  you :  but  go  ye  rath-er  to  them  t'hat  sell, 
and  buy  for  your-selves. 

6.  And  while  they  went  to  buy,  the  bride-groom 
came ;  and  tliey  that  were  read-y  went  in  with  him  to 
the  mar-riage  :  and  the  door  was  shut. 

7.  Aft-er-ward  came  al-so  the  oth-er  vir-gins,  sa}'- 
ing,  Lord,  Lord,  o-pen  to  us.  But  he  an-swered  and 
said,  Ver-i-ly  I  say  un-to  you,  I  know  you  not.     ^ 

8.  Watch  there-fore ;  for  ye  know  neith-er  the  day 
nor  the  hour  where-in  the  Son  of  man  com-eth. 
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Rich  Man  and    Lazarus. 


1.  To  show  that  af-ter  death  there  will  be  no  of-fer 
{  of  par-don,  but  that  the  state  of  the  dead  is  un- 
t     chanore-a-ble,  Je-sus  spake  this  par-a-ble  say-ing  : 
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2.  There  was  a  cer-tain  rich  man,  which  was  clothed 
in  purple  and  fine  lin-en,  and  fared  sumpt-u-oiis-ly 
ev-er- y  day  :  and  there  was  a  cer-tain  beg-gar  named 
Laz-ar-uSj  wliich  was  laid  at  his  gate  full  of  sores,  and 
de-sir-ing  to  be  f  jd  with  the  crumbs  which  fell  from 
the  rich  man's  ta-ble :  moreo-v-er  the  dogs  came  and 
licked  his  sores. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  beg-gar  died,  and 
was  car-ried  by  the  an-gels  in-to  A-bra-ham's  bo-som: 
the  rich  man  al-so  died,  and  was  bur-ied  ;  and  in  hell 
he  lift-ed  up  his  eyes,  be-ing  in  tor-ments,  and  se-eth 
A-bra-ham  a-far  off,  and  Laz-ar-iis  in  his  bo-som. 
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4.  And  lie  cried  and  said,  Fath-er  A-bra-ham,  have 
mer-cy  on  me,  and  send  Laz-ar-us,  that  he  may  dip 
the  tip  of  his  fin-ger  in  wa-ter,  and  cool  my  tongue ; 
for  I  am  tor-ment-ed  in  this  flame. 

5.  But  A-bra-ham  said,  Son,  re-mem-ber  that  thoa 
in  thy  life-time  re-ceiv-edst  thy  good  things,  and 
like-wise  Laz-ar-us  e-vil  things  ;  but  now  he  is  com- 
fort-ed,  and  thou  art  tor-ment-ed.  And  be-side  all 
this,  be-tween  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed  : 
so  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you 
can-not ;  neith-er  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  would 
come  from  thence. 
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6.  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee  there-fore,  fath-er, 
that  thou  wouldest  send  him  to  my  fath-er' s  house : 
for  I  have  five  breth-ren  ;  that  he  may  tes-ti-fy  un-to 
them,  lest  they  al-so  come  in-to  this  place  of  tor- 
ment.

1.  Je-sus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  be-came  man, 
that  he  might  be  our  Sav-iour.  Hav-ing  al-ways  been 
God,  he  be-came  man  by  be-ing  con-ceived  by  the 
Ho-ly  Ghost  in  the  womb  of  the  Vir-gin  Ma-ry,  and 
born  of  her  yet  with-out  sin ;  thus  had  he  two  na-tures 
in  one  per-son. 
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2.  "Wliile  on  the  earth,  he  went  a-bout  do-ing  good. 
He  taught  the  peo-ple,  fed  the  hun-gry,  healed  the 
sick,  cast  out  dev-ils,  and  raised  the  dead.

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The   End    of    the    Wokld. 

1.  At  the  end  of  the  world,  Christ  will  come  a-gain 
in  great  pow-er  and  glo-ry. 

2.  He  will  raise  all  the  dead  to  life ;  and  all  the 
hu-man  race,  both  the  liv-ing,  and  all  that  ev-er 
have  lived,  of  all  ag-es,  all  ranks  Jind  con-di-tions, 
shall  be  gath-ered  be-fore  him. 
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3.  He  will  then  sep-ar-ate  the  good  from  the  bad, 
as  a  sliep-lierd  di-vid-eth  his  sheep  from  the  goats. 
He  will  place  the  sheep  on  his  right  hand,  and  the 
goats  on  his  left. 

4.  To  those  on  his  right  hand  he  will  say:  Come 
ye  ble«s-ed  of  my  Fath-er  in-her-it  the  king-dom 
pre-pared  for  you  from  the  foun-da-tion  of  the  w^orld.
